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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Claim 22 has been amended as requested in tine amendment filed on August 20, 
2009. Following the amendment, claims 1-9, 12, 14-16, 18-22 and 24-38 are pending in 
the instant application. 

Claims 1-9, 12, 14-16, 18-21 and 24-37 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in Paper filed on 2/25/2008. 

Claims 22 and 38 are under examination in the instant office action. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on August 20, 2009 have been fully considered but 
they are not deemed to be persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tlie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. As currently amended to recite SEQ ID NO: 2, the rejection of Claim 22 is under 
35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, written description requirement, is withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 38 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hrabetova et al., (1996) for reasons of record in the Office action mailed May 22, 2009. 

7. On page 1 2 of Remarks filed August 20, 2009, Applicant traverses the rejection 
on the grounds that "the antibody recited in Claim 38 specifically binds to PKCi/A, and 
does not cross react with PKM^. The antibody recited in claim 38 is specific to PKCi/A 
because it is to a sequence found in i/A but not C , and therefore does not cross-react 
with PKM^". While this has been reviewed in full it is not found persuasive for the 
following reasons. 

8. Applicant is arguing features that are not present within the claim. The claim 
does not define the requisite specificity by stating that the antibody product "does not 
cross-react with PKMC nor is the antibody of the claim critically defined by "a sequence 
found in i/A but not C . 

9. The Hrabetova et al. prior art teaches "antisera are specific to isozyme type" and 
explicitly teaches immunoblotting with "antiserum to the catalytic domain of i/A" which 
detected PKCi/A. Therefore, the antibody product of the invention fails to distinguish 
over that of the prior art.
